I tested the instructions I wrote into the FAQ and got responses for each 
request within a few hours or minutes, depending on the traffic levels on 
their end. Make sure the "From" or "Reply-To" lines in your message will be 
deliverable when they reach ARRL. Standard Internet addresses or UUCP paths 
from an Internet site should work fine. 


I've written some e-mail responder programs before and it's really frustrating 
when you get messages you can't reply to... it may not be what happenned in 
your case but it does happen. 


If you still think you did everything right, I'm sure Ed would appreciate an 
e-mail note so you can work with him to determine the cause of the problem. 
He may be able to use the info to help anyone with similar problems in the 
future.
